Pekin, ,Taii. 15. — Prince Chang and his 
b'tivff were a long time in tlie Forbidden 
city, accompanied by the chief eunuch. 
They t>ay a woman servant guarded the 
imperial Seal. She produced the seal, 
the papera were «ealed in her presence, 
and then the seal wii.s returned. Owing 
to the lateness of the hour, the papers 
thus sealed will not be prosented to tho 
foreign euvoyn until to-morrow. In the 
American district a Chinese court of 
justice will come into beSng and opera- 
tion to-morrow. The death penalty may 
he inflicted for murder, man-slaughter, 
attempted murder, robbery, counterfeit- 
ing, looting aud burglary. It may also 
be inflicted upon those known to have 
been Boxers, who have done injury to 
life or property. Other punishments, 
like whipping, iiiiprisonmentH and the 
impoflition o£ flues can be inflicted. 

Owuig to orders being received from 
Berlin, a hitch has ocouried regarding 
tlie transfer ot the railway which Iliis.- 
sia yesterday began turning over to Ger- 
many. French railway engineers have 
made a breach in the Western wall of 
the Chinceo city, through whicli Lliey will 
bring the Pao Ting Fu railway. The 
Tien-Tsiu line will be extended to the 
wall of tlie Tartar city. 

Berlin, Jan. lo.— The German foreign 
olllce has received ollloial despatches con- 
firming the presfi reiwrt that the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries have signed the agree- 
ment, but has received nothing to indi- 
cate whether tlio note has been return' 
ed to tho foreign envoys.

Wiujhiugton, Jan. 1.").— Senator Morgan 
to-day introduced a resolution declara- 
tory of the iion-clTei't of t'le ( Mayton-Bul- 
wer treaty upon the right of the United 
>'States to construct the Xicaragna canal 
The ritiolution cites the protocol with 
Nicaragua ami Co^sta Itica. as preamble, 
and then proceeilo at* follows: 

"Itesolved, that the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty of Jiily 4, .1850, gives no right to 
Great Britain to demsud that the con- 
greMs of tho United States. ■v\'1thliold its 
ratilicution of naid agreements or shall 
abstain from Icgi-tilation to provide for 
their prompt execution; 

"That tlie ratiticatiop by Great Brit 
ain of the Ilay-l'auncofoto treaty of Feb. 
5, 11)00, as The name has been uniend-

Toronto, Jan. 15.— War Eagle .sold up 
to 8-1 this afternoon on supporting or- 
ders. 

Tho Toronto Nowh publishcH the fol- 
lowing interview with George Gooder- 
bam on the freiglit situation, as it af- 
fc^.ts southern British Columbia: 

"If tho C. 1*. K. does not reduce it.') 
freight rates on ore, all mines in liritish 
Columbia which are subject to tolls of 
tha.t corporation will have to «hut down 
«venhially." 

"And that meaud tlie War Eagle will 
discontinue sooner or later?" 

"Assnredly; the War Eagle as well as 
others." 

Such were the statements made by Mr. 
Gooderham, president of the War Eagle 
Mining Company, to a News rejiorter 
■thie morning, and it accounts for the rap- 
id fall in the choice of that stock on ex; 
change during the ]i;!Mt few day.s. The 
value of Htocks htis declined without ai>- 
parent reason, and outaide operators, 
■when questioned, professed to bo ignor- 
ant of any reason for the fall. 

This morning, however, there van a 
rumor on the streets tliat tlie Goodorham- 
Blackstock syndicate were at war with 
tho 0. I'. 11., and llireatenod them that 
unle.-« the corporation showed more lib- 
erality in it.s freight ratetJ on ore, they 
•would withdra.w all their iiuerf'sts froiii

Capt. Wolbruu Tells of the "Silent City 
of Alaska."

clearly brought out by Mr. Best, who 
tliorou^Iy understood his subject, und it 
proved most interesting to the society. 

The subject of a convorsaniotie being 
hold in the near future a,t the society's 
rooms, was again brought before tlio 
lueeting, and most favoraldy comuieuted 
till. 

The following donations were received 
from Jlr. Best: A piece of anthracite 
coal and two line specinien.s of amiiier- 
eitos from the cretacean forimitiou of 
Graliam i.-^land, (,)ueen Charlotte group. 

Before the paper of the I'vening was 
read, Capt. NN'albraii, of the i).(!.S. 
(..(uadra, brought to the notice of tlie so- 
ciety tlie wonderful story of the "Silent 
City of Alaska." Tliis most wonderful 
phenomena, which has puzzled, so far, 
tlie investigations of scientists, has been 
"<nowu to the Indians from the days of 
their ancestors. 

Every year, on the gigantic side of 
Mount Fairweather, which is a vast 
Hbeet of ice, and during a few of the 
eveniiigH of tlie longest days of tho year, 
tho climatic conditions bi'iiig favorable, 
a mist arises from tliis ice, until the 
inounta.iii is obscured, ami on Lliis cloudy 
wreen is .seen this old-world city. It 
lias been recognized ;is Uri.stol, lOiigland. 
A pliotograph of this womU-rful scene 
hiiH been Kecnreil tlinnigli the indefatiga- 
ble exertions of Mr. A\'illoiigliby, reniding 
ut .ruiieau, and a, copy of tliiw jiliotogriiph 
was shown at the meeting by Capt. Wal- 
bruu. The picture was brought downi 
by Capt. Foote, of the steamship Dan- 
ube, who reiiuested Capt. Walbrnu to 
bring thw matter to the attention of the 
sociel.v, with a view to tl)ls phonouieiia 
being iiivestign.ted.

Historic Old "Fire King" Appar- 
atus Purchased For 
Kitkatiah. 



Still another uii-coast settlement haw 
secnred firo aiiparatiis. Yesterday Hv. 
S. n. Pearse, storekeeiier and canner ;it 
Kitkatiah, acting on behalf of the In- 
dians of Kitkatiah, purchased the his- 
toric old lire engine which has done duty 
at Nexv Westminster since the days 
when miners mushed to tlie Friiser and 
Cariboo and hiked back here witli big 
pokes of gold. Since tho sixties the 
"Fire King," as tlie apparatus is named, 
witli its motto, •■\\'e fear miiight "— the 
motto of tile lloyal City lire l)rig;ide— 
painted on its side, has been dr:iwii to 
llio fin-s on the Frascr b;ink; and when 
the steamer Willapa sails nmtli again 
It will likely bo shipped to its new 
destination to protect the ranelierie and 
village at the northern settlement, where 
it is possible that the miatto will be

.\. G. Long, of Portltinil. who sold tho 
Victoria AVest combination clicmic:il to 
the city, and the tr.ansfer was made yes- 
terday. AVitli tile engine a. supply of 
hose and othi^r apparatus \\ ill lie for- 
warded next monlh. 'JHie old app:iratns

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General Manager Hawkins Dis- 
cusses a Question of Great 
Importance. 



Policy of White Pass & Yukon 
Railway Company Fully 
Outlined. 



Mr. -B. C. Hawkins, general manager 
of the "White Pass & Yukon railway, 
wa.s seen by a Colonist reporter aiid 
asked if he would explain his views on 
some of the points touched upon in the 
discussioa at the board of trade meeting 
held ■ last Friday evening to discuss, 
among, other things, the question of 
northern transportation. The reporter 
said: 

" I think it wonld be of Interest to 
the community generally, Mr. Hawkins, 
if you would explain some of the con- 
ditions wliich have influenced yoii in 
lixing your rates." 

Mr. Hawkins replied: "The V.'hito 
Pass & Yukon route, ns it is Koncraily 
called, con.sist3 of several means of 
iTanspoitation, and is not conliiied ex- 
clusively to the mere problem of a Ioiik- 
distance railway haul. The first portion 
of the route consists of nearly 1,000 
miles of salt water nnvifjaton betM-een 
British Colnrabia ports anil the head/of 
Ijynn Canal. It is a well-known faet 
that steamships must govern their 
freight r; tos according to tlio bnlli or 
space oeciipied by tile article carried, 
For this reason, rates on shipments in 
the i)ast were made on the rule of 
" shi[)'s option" us to weiglit or iiie.Ts- 
ureinent. The same nil(> applies to the 
other section of the route — that is. on 
the Yukon river between White Horse 
and I)a\i:son— this distance being nearly 
GOO uiilcs. Until the end of July last 



year the railway was in an unfinished 
state, and was not prepared to give a 
service or to regulnte''=the rates or sys- 
tem under which ,.^c .gocjds -should be 
carried, as it is" at'"''' the' .present time. 
Until our line was completed to "White 
Horse and our<:railway became a con- 
trolling factor in the shipment of freight 
into the great Yulcon country, we were 
ohiigcd to makd our biTling conform to 
the requirements of the steamship com- 
panies that were accustomed to do busi- 
ness entirely upon the uicnstireraent sys- 
tem. This, while satisfactory for a 
shipment confined to a steamsliip com- 
pany alone, became iieride.ving and often 
burdensome when applied to the same 
article conveyed by the railway. For 
this reason railways nil over tlie country 
have adopted IIk; weight system only, 
regulated jiartly by the value and partly 
b;, I'le bulk of tlie article oarrieil. We 
bavi' found the nieasurei'UMit system as 
ajiplied to Dawson business tinsatisfac- 
tory to the nnTcliants in Dawson and to 
the shipper fnmi IJritisli Colnaibia ami 
ctlier ports. It left an elenu.^ii! of un- 
certainty as to what the actual rate he 
was paying per pound on his merchan- 
dise. When doing a jobbing bnsini'ss 
or wishing to make quick returns upon 
his goods, this element wonlil often pre- 
V(Mit him from making a profit or ieler- 
fcre with Ills sale. We have, by spei'i.il 
negotiation with the steamship compan- 
ies, and by practicall.v controlling the 
river boats on the Y'ukon, hccome en- 
titled now to put into effect for the fu- 
ture a rate to Dawson and other Y'ukon 
points, bn.sed exciusiTely on weight, 
which moans a very inntorinl reduction 
of freight rates, and I Ibelicve it to be 
far more satisfactory to shippers and 
merehants, 

" This for the water portion of the 
route. Now ns to the railway charges. 
It must he understood from the st.irt 
that this is an exceedingly expensive rail- 
way, as to original construction and op- 
eration. It is nearly 1,000 miles dis- 
tant from any manufacturing or supply 
point and from its principal item o " con- 
sumption — coal. Our fuel problem alone 
would appall n railway man accustomed 
to Eastern prices. Again, the bulk of 
our business is handled in three months 
of the year. Two or throe other months 
pay expenses or a little better; while 
the balance of the year, and principally 
in tlie winter time, the road Is kept open 
at a very heavy loss. 

" One judging llie volume of business 
and profit by seeing the conditions in 
August and September would find liini- 
self very far from the facts, if this busi- 
ness had to be distributed over tbi.' 
whole twelve months of the year. 

"All salaries are necessarily liiglier in 
the North than in llie Southern coun- 
tries; and in fact the railway company 
has had to construct and operate and 
pay Klondike prices, just as iiiiicli as the 
miner or other resident of the country. 
It must be remembered tliat for the 
large area of country the pojiulation is 
very small, and conseiiueiitly Uie ton- 
nage over our railway has been limited. 
I'p to the present season the bulk of 
the freight consumed in that country 
went in by the St. Michael route, and 
was .conypycd toy the three large trans- 
portntion and trading companies. 

"A^ the country is pennaneutly .settled 
np and mines developed, the tonnage can 
undoubtedly he greatly increased, and I 
can assure the public that our rates will 
bo lowered as fast as the, additional ton- 
nage can he secured to make such re- 
ductions possible. It has always been 
my policy and that of the company to 
encourage local industries, parti'Milarly 
in the opi'iiing up of the metalliferous 
luiiies. 

" Slateiuents, wliicli Iiave been circu- 
lated (luite largel.v, ns to proliibitive 
rates on mining machinery and ores, are 
quite far from the fact. . Last year our 
rate on mining machinery from all 
soutiiern ports to AtJin was .?(I7 per ton, 
and this included ocean trnnsiiortation 
to Skagway, railway charges to Heiinett, 
steamer charges from Bcnnetl. to Taku 
City, tramway cliarges from Takii City 
to Atlin lake, and again steamer charges 
across the lake to Atlin city. This 
makes, as you Sv"0, a very expensive 
route at the best, and the more cost of 
handling this freight alq^Q. js sometbnig 
iremeiidouH in that country, where wages 
are high. 

" In order to encourage: the 'location of

smelters or large stamp mills in the Atlin 
or White Horse country, I have on sev- 
eral occasions offered to cut our rates 
square in two, which I consider is jirac- 
tically subsidizing such an institution to 
that extent. I have not only offered, 
but have carried out tliis policy. (Jur 
ore rates, which we have promised and 
offered to .the people of Atliu and White 
Horse, are loss tlian cost to tlio railway 
company, and I believe are less than for 
any equal distance on this continent 
where any similar conditions prevail,'' 

" Some of the members of the board 
of trade seem to feel that uny rebate to 
large shippers would not be justified. 
Have you anything to add to what you 
have said on this point heretofore?" 

llr. Hawkins— " This rebate or dis- 
count to large shippers is a very delicate 
and perplexinc,- problem, and Js one on 
which Mr. Lee, the tralllc innnager, and 
myself have consulted for: the past few 
days, and have faowr'underi earnest dis- 
cussion. There are, eeyerdjthings to be 
considered that 'do iiot appear to have 
entered the mindiB -<>f;»B6vei;al"fiib'inuur3 
of the board of trade. It wb.iilil tjc pre- 
ferable, from out? point of view, to have 
only two rates in e£Eect for any one com- 
modity—that is, carload and' l^ss than 
carload rates; but the actual condi- 
tions existing nt different cities from 
San Francisco to "Vancouver, in v'ow of 
the keen competition of the largo com- 
mercial companies who own their own 
steamships and sailing vessels, and also 
their own barges and steamboats on the 
Y'ukon river, have made it nt^oessary 
for us at times to nia.'ie special rebates 
to our largest shippers for a certain por- 
tion of the season. In the past it lias 
been limited to the l.")lh of Jnly. The 
effee't tif carrying out a policy wliicli 
would admit of only two rates wonlil 
be detrimental to lU-itisli Columbia, for 
this reason: A mercliaiit or .shipper in 
Dawson preparing to p-.ircliase several 
liiiiidred tons of inerclmndise, and to 
look into the cheapest and best aieans 
of their di'livery at Dawsiui, would con- 
sider tirst the cost or purchase price and 
then the <'ost of transportation and the 
value and time of delivery .it Dawson. 
Ill' wonlil have iindoubtcdly merchan- 
dise of several classes, a portion of it 
being perishable and freight required for 
the early summer market. This would 
constitute a small portion of his shiD- 
nients, the bulk of the goods being 
heavy <u- staple articles, which could be 
taken on sailing vessels to St. Micha.'l 
and thou run chances of being carried 
tip the river any time during the season. 
This shittper would say to himself: "I 
have a I'ew tons of goods here whicli 1 
have gut to get into Dawson as quickly 
ns ixissilile to t:i!;e advantage of thi' 
niiirket. These I will send by the rail- 
way ami pay their regular carload r.ites; 
but the other goods 1 will shiii by sail- 
ing vessel or steiimer and run the risk 
of getting into Iiawson during- the fea- 
son.' , In this case tlu' inircliase would 
undoubti.'dly be made in Seattle i-r San 
!<'r:uicisco, where no (juestions could he 
asked as to carload rates or volume of 
the sliipnieiit. I believe lo carry nut a 
Iiolicy of only two rail's literally would 
very materially injure the biisiie'ss of 
the" mercliants ot Victoria. However, U 
is our wish and policy to reduce the re- 
Initing or discounting system to a in'ni- 
nium, and to maintain as nearly a uni- 
form rate as is found consistent with 
securing the necessary tonnage to suc- 
cessfully operate our railway. 

"The method of handling large ship- 
nu'nts in order to secure business as 
against competition of entirely diss'inil.ir 
routes, liiis been investigated and re- 
ported upon, and freedom of action has 
tieiui npproved by tlu? interstate coin- 
nuTce commission of tlu? United States, 
and has likewise been permitted in 
Canada to meet the opposition of cer- 
tain United States railway lines and nil 
water routes. 

"Another very . valid reason for the 
existing rates, which" appear high to the 
individimls not. fojuiliar with ibe cmidi- 
tions in the North, ns before oxplaineil, 
is the original cost of construction in 
that distant country, and the tremen- 
dous risk which our investors took at 
that time. It was considered in Lon- 
don that tin' Ivloiulike 'bubble' had 
burst, that t!ie excit(Mneiit liad <lied out, 
and that there would be very little busi- 
ness in that country in the future, ex- 
cept with the Indian traders and the 
scattering placer miners along the dilfer- 
ent creeks tributary to the Y'ukon. The 
possibilities of quartz and cojipor min- 
ing, which have been proven .since the 
advent of the railway, w;is leit then 
known. It is a well-established busi- 
ness maxim that a man shall reci'ive in- 
terest upon his money in accordance 
with the risk of investment; this ap- 
plies ill insurance rates and to every 
olber form of business, and T ci;rta:nly 
belii've that our investors, wlio linil tli.i 
cDuragi' to expend many niilUons m 
that unknown ami undeveloped country, 
should be allowed a reasonable time to 
not only get the? investment wliere it Is 
absolulely safe, but receive fair divi- 
dends for llie money thus invested. Our 
railway company certainly look more 
risks than any of the merchants here or 
in A'ictoria, or, as far as I know, any 
member of the board of trade. The 
merchants only shipped goods into that 
ciiunfry iqion approved bills of lading 
througli the 'hariks, leaving the hanks 
anil tliQ railway to do the business aiul 
make tho •Collections. 

" Since the completion of our railway 
and the establishment of n safe and 
quick line into the Yukon, the volume 
of business into the li^kon hns under- 
gone a complete change. Previously 
over two-thirds xit this business was con- 
ducted from Seattle and other points in 
tho States. Our last two yonrs' busi- 
ness has given over two-thirds of this 
ibiisinoss to British Cohimhia. and I 
think it would ho a matter of ordinary 
buHiness precaution and policy to inves- 
tigate very thoroughly and decide slowly, 
before inaugurating a system .)f (clis 
or tariffs over the railway whicli woii'd 
have a tendency to again drive this 
'business to San Francisco anil Seattle, 
whicli would be the undoubted erreet of 
compelling us to take nil goods from 
this point at c.'irload rates. While I 
will be very mueli iileased to jmf tliis 
into effect, as the revenue to the railway 
would be mucir larger for the amomit of 
goods carried, I do not believe it is 
actually possible."
